Make grateful and honourable 5 
mention of the aftonifhing works 
that he hath performed: his mira¬ 
cles which have given fandlion to 
his admonitions and precepts; and 
the awful judgments which he hath 
pronounced and executed. 

Seiioufly attend to thefe, O ye ^ 
defendants from faithful Abrabam\ 
ye poftcrity of Jacoby whom he 
hath felefted out of all the world 
to become his people, the depofi- 
taries of true religion, and diilin- 
guilhed for national privileges. 

The fovercign Lord of the 7

volving years (hould alter: exprefsly 
declaring to them one after an¬ 
other,— the fame as if I now gave 
it, have I defigned and will give 
you the land of Canaan: as if it 
v/as meafurcd out by lines, it is 
fully determined to be afligned you 
to poflefs or by feparate portions 
inherit it. 

12 Remarkable in this event, it was 
pofitively infured at a time when 
there was the lead human probabi¬ 
lity of its ever-happening; their 
numbers were fo inconfiderable: 
they were an exceeding fmall body; 
unconnected with the reft of the 
world, and almoft deftitute of a 
fettled habitation. 

When they continued in no one 
place long enough to gain a firm 
footing; but were perpetually tranf- 
ferring themfelves from nation to 
nation, from kingdom to kingdom. 
14. In this precarious wandering 
fituation, his providence never de- 
ferted, fo that any man bore hard 
on them with impunity : he con¬ 
vinced even the kings Abimclecb 
and Pharaoh of their rafhnefs and 
errour, or (hewed them their faults 
touching his fervants.

To provide his people againft, 17 
or fuccour them under this calami¬ 
ty, h« difpatched previous to it a 
man of their own family, to a 
foreign country, to be in readinefs 
to fupply them with corn when 
they had occafion: viz. Jacob's 
fon Jofeph 9 whom his envious 
brethren fold for a Have to the 
JJhma elites. 

Who was purchafed by the E- 
gyptians , and for refilling the vile 
folicitations of his adulterous mif- 
trefs, falfely accufed; imprifoned 
and his feet or legs opprefled with 
heavy fetters : even with iron 
chains which penetrated deep or 
were exceflively painful and grie¬ 
vous. 

And continued in that ftate of 19 
mifery, until the time that it hap¬ 
pened axaftly as he had fpoken: 
fome unforefeen events were com¬ 
municated in dreams: he explained 
thefe: the fa£ls anfwered, and x 
{hewed him to be an extraordinary 
perfon and cleared his chara£ler 
from all imputations. 

The king of Egypt being advifed 20

24 In which happy fituation, hea¬ 
ven’s bleffing early increafed the 
beloved people to a number almoft 
incredible: and whofe ever envy or 
jealoufy might be excited thereby, 
vet they were able to defend them- 
felves. 

25 Their enemies’s apprehenfive 
fears foon grew into a fettled ha¬ 
tred ; and what they could not 
effect by force, they endeavoured 
by artful defigns formed to deceive 
and fubvert them.

And a fire was kindled in order 
to confume the whole band of re¬ 
volted; the flame rofe to the ut- 
mo(l violence and deflroyed the 
two hundred and fifty prefumptuous 
and ungodly men who offered in- 
cenfe. 

Again, near tfie mount Horeb 
they were to that degree ftupid and 
infatuated, as to caufe to be form¬ 
ed, for a fymbol of the true God, 
a golden young bull; and they 
made a facrifical feaft in honour of 
the image which the founder had 
caft out of liquid metal. 

Thus with equal folly and im¬ 
piety they fubftituted in the room 
of the incorruptible and Eternal 
Deity, of whom they had been 
favoured with fuch glorious mani- 
feftations and to whom they owed 
every thing that diftinguifhed or 
exalted them, the fenfelefs figure, 
or grovelling Chocking reprefenta- 
tion of a meer-animai and witlefs 
ox or bull, which is fupported by 
eating grafs. 

Such negle£t and entire contempt 
did they throw upon the moil high 
God, their deliverer and preferver: 
who had evinced his own fupre- 
macy in their aftonifhing redemp¬ 
tion from Egyptian bondage.

On account of difagreeable re- 24 
ports, or through defpair of ever 
enjoying it, they actually threw 
contempt upon the moft fertile and 
pleafant of countries; they fo far 
diferedited the divine promife, as 
to be willing to ceafe all further 
attempts to poflefs it. 

Inftead of refolute vigorous ac- 25 
tion, they muttered in their tents, 
their unreafonable difgufts; and 
rather than go forward as the 
Lord commanded, were for 
making a captain and returning 
into Egypt . 

Provoked with this, and num- 
berlefs other inftances of a moft 
awkward and perverfe carriage, he 
at length obliged himfelf with the 
folemnity of an oath, refpe&ing 
that generation, that they fhould 
all die of one calamity or other 
in the wildernefs.

Antecedent hereto, they had 32 
highly difpleafed him at the waters 
of Meribah or contention; where 
they debated with, and provoked 
even the meek fpirit of Mofes y to 
give way to irnpatience and be 
guilty of a tranfport of paflion, for 
which he greatly fuffered. 

Their continual difeontents fo 33 
irritated this otherwife pattern of 
miklnefs and moderation, that he 
exprefled himfelfafter an unguarded 
and inconfiderate manner. 

They did not upon their arrival 34 
in the land of Canaan , utterly ex¬ 
tirpate the idolatrous inhabitants, 
though they had an exprefs divine 
warrant for fo doing: 

But engaged in free intercourfe 35 

and the ftrongeft focial connections 
with the pagans that remained; 
and early became acquainted with 
their profane cuftoms and inured 
to their co rupteft manners; 

The further tranfition was eafy,$6 
and they adlually devoted them- 
felves to the abfurd worfhip of their 
detefted idols: which, as a net 
entangles birds, became a fatal 
fnare to them ; the fource of all 
evils, both the grolTeft of crimes 
and the heaviefl of judgments. 

To that degree of outrage to 37 
nature and all humanity they pro¬ 
ceeded, as to flaughter their chil¬ 
dren in the way of offerings to 
malignant demons ; and envious 
evil fpiriis, which in the end would

He further fo difpofed the hearts 4^ 
of men, that his people, whoever 
conquered them, or into whatever 
foreign country they were carried 
captive, ufually met with kind 
treatment and uncommon favour.

Thus expelling an immediate 
wreck and watry graves, they raife 
the Joudeft cries to heaven for, . 
mercy : and the abfolute Lord of 
earth and of the ocean fpeedily re- 
lieveth them from their greateft 
fears. 

He biddeth the raging noify 2 9 
winds be hufht.and dill; they 
obey him; and with their filence, 
the moil threading furges are 
quieted into a perfect calm. 

Then an unufual joy and tranf- 30 
port fmiles in every afpeft, that 
the temped and their apprehenfions 
fiom it are laid to fleep: fo they 
deer a fafe courfe into their wifhed 
for harbour. 

Oh that the} who fo largely par- 3 * 
take thereof would improve all oc- 
cafions of celebrating the divine 
liberality and mercy ; and his de- 
figns and performances to promote 
man's happinefs, fo full of wonder 
and deferving of everlafiing thankf- 
giving.

By total defeats in war or revo- 4 ° 
lutions in government, he throws 
entire contempt on the mod auguft 
Lords of this world, and abandons 
them to an unfettled wandring con¬ 
dition in inhofpitable barren defarts; 
where there are no footfteps to be 
followed, nor the lea ft track to 
be fecn. 

Still, in the courfe of his difpen- 4 1 
fations he has an eye upon the 
deftitute lowly and humble to raife 
him from hegleCl and obfeurity ;

Men of reflection and integrity 4 2

and as to partial unfair minds, what¬ 
ever pretexts they ufe, they fhall 
in the end prove unable to vindi¬ 
cate or in the leaft palliate their 
errors and follies.

The Lord fuffers not the mo¬ 
derate defires of juft and good men 
to be deftitute of proper objects to Proverbs 
gratify them: but the intemperate 3 * 
and infatiable thirft of unrighteous 
and perfidious ones, always out¬ 
growing their utmoft acquifitions, 
precipitates them into the great 
gulph of remedilefs deftrudlion. 

He reduced and impoverifheth 4 
himfelf, who is remifs negligent 
or deceitful in doing bufinefs; but 
the endeavours of the a£live honeft 

m 

and induftrious who may be depend¬ 
ed on, procure them a competency, 
and fometimes riches. 

Improving times and feafons is 5 
moreover of confequence, and he 
fhews a provident temper, and is a 
fon of maturity of prudence who

Averfion or antipathy bloweth 12

In the expreflions of a prudent 1 $ 
man there is obfervable a proper 
direction and reftraint of true wif¬ 
dom: but the indifereet filly one 
who will come under no regulation, 
fubje&s himfelf to the fharpeft 
difeipline of reproof or correction. 

In every affair of truft and bufi- H 
nefs committed to wife men, they 
referve their conferences as the moft 
valuable treafure and a£t up to their 
diredtion: but whatever is intruded 
to the foolifh and wicked, through 
the incapacity of his corrupt and 
unfaithful heart, muff be near de- 
ItruCtion. 

The rich man ; s power and 15 
wealth, in his own opinion of them, 
are an equal fecurity to him from 
evils and dangers as a fortified 
town; the difeouragement confier- 
nation and frequent ruin of the 
poor, arife from their humfile con¬ 
dition of abjeCt poverty. 

The effeCt and reward of the 16 
pious and virtuous man’s induftry, 
by his proper enjoyment, and libe¬ 
ral communication, is truly living 
and being happy; whatever an 
ungodly man effeCIs, throws him 
further from the grand fcope or

The true path oflife for fallible

To prevent their anxiety about Proverbs 
events, and efpecially to procure X,2Z * 
men’s regular obfervance of the 
laws of providence, it is the favour¬ 
able regard of the Almighty vouch- 
fafed to their laudable induftry, 
and nothing elfe that truly enriches: 
neither is pain which girds, or grief 
that pinches adjoined to fuch riches. 

The dull and fenfelcfs reckon 23 
audacious wickednefs and the great- 
eft mifehief, only as matter of 
mirth and pleafure: but men of 
thought and reflection are reftrain- 
ed, by the laws of moral true re¬ 
ligion from every thing criminal or 
prejudicial. 

The greateft object of the im- 24 
penitent and ungodly man’s fear, 
in the feed that he has fown, of 
confcious guilt leading to future 
punifhment, as harveft (hall come 
upon him in the greateft plenty of 
mifery: and everUfting happinefs, 
like the earth’s richeft produce, in 
due feafon fhall be allotted to the 
good and righteous, to their abun¬ 
dant fatisfadtion. 


As to the wicked, all his advan- z$ 
tages and profperity early come to 
nothing, as if fwept away with a 
fudden tempeft or overwhelming 
hurricane: whereas the truly re¬ 
ligious man in his practice lays an 
immovable foundation of the 
greateft lafting felicity. 

As vinegar is painful to the gums 26

ple: but the gentle mild and mo¬ 
derate fubjedt them-felves to the 
reftraints* of reafon, the regulations 
of virtue and true religion.

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Sect. 14. Their Sincerity, whofe moral 

judgment is incorrupt and nothing 
Proverbs fmifter in their views, fhall regu¬ 
larly conduit them in one plain 
path of virtue to perfection and 
happinefs : whereas the inconftancy 
and flipperinefs of prevaricating 
hypocrites fhall at length prove 
their ruin. 

4. Whatever ends it anfwers, the

The pious and fincere may for 8 
ends of difeipline "be a while af¬ 
flicted, but his deliverance will be 
expedited ; and the ungodly finner 
early fucceetf him in adverflty;

fure take his lot of mifery. 

An hypocrite, who diflemble $9 
in religion, profefles it only for 
fecular ends, and is really adluated 
by the vileft principles, with his 
difguifed practices is greatly preju¬ 
dicial, often pernicious to his ac¬ 
quaintance: but the good and up¬ 
right, by the fteady regard of virtue 
and unfeigned piety, will them- 
felves avoid, and efledtuall.y relieve 
others from the danger, the dire 
contagion» 

When merit is regarded, and 10 
men of charadter and probity emi¬ 
nently diftinguifhed, the whole city 
or community exprefs their moil 
joyful congratulations: on the other 
hand when the immoral and truly 
defpicable are difgraced, fubverted, 
or totally ruined, there is a com¬ 
mon triumph; a vifible universal 
acclamation or fatisfadtion. 

And not without perfedt reafon 11 
in both inftances, for as the righ¬ 
teous are publick benefadlors, and 
the fafety and profperity of fociety 
in general connedted with their 
welfare; fo there is a direct ten¬ 
dency- to its entire deftrudtion, in 
the growing power and violent 
meafures of the impious and un¬ 
juft.

cious prudent man is to direft his Proverbs 
courfe, fo that he offend no law of x * Vt ' 
religious virtue: but the fixed groff- 
nefs and impenetrable ftupidity of 
heavy wicked fools, is a blind im- 
pulfe that drives them on to deceive 
betray and deftroy. 

Trefpaffes conciliate the favourable 9 
regard of thofe who are unadvifed 
or under the influence of a corrupt 
judgment*, but the good and fincere 
are conne&ed by the nobleft ties 
of mutual efteem and good will. 

Or fin makes fools deride one an¬ 
other ; but that virtue and gofcd- 
nefs which are truly acceptable, 
conciliate and eftablifh friendfhip 
amongft the upright. 

Every one in his own inward 10 
feeling of it, is beft acquainted with 
what exafperates and aggrieved 
him; or with the bitternefs of his 
fufterings; no one befides can per¬ 
ceive for him: neither can a ftran- 
ger penetrate into or partake of the 
latent fources of his joys.
